Mat it please tour Excellence, 

I had the honour of submitting, on the 22nd of last September, General Abstracts, 
showing, by counties and. provinces, the acreage under the several crops, and the number 
of live stock in Ireland in 1866 ; also the emigration from Irish ports during the first 
seven months of that year, I now beg to bring under your Excellency’s consideration 
Tables of the estimated average produce of the crops of last year ; also of the total emigration 
from this country during 1866. 

The number of scutching-mills for flax, and the localities in which each mill is situated, 
are also given. 

The Returns of the average produce of the crops were, as in former years, procured by Estimated 
Enumerators selected from the Constabulary for their intelligence. The information of 

was obtained by them from various persons, principally fanners occupying land in the the Crops, 
several electoral divisions — the names and addresses of the parties who gave the infor- 
mation being stated on the forms. 

On the Returns being received at this Office, they were examined and copied by 
electoral divisions, and forwarded by me to the Chairman and Board of Guardians of 
each union for revision ; and I have the satisfaction to state, that out of the entire 
number of electoral divisions (3,438) the Returns for 2,593 have been revised by the 
Guardians.* 

Since the publication of the “ General Abstracts” in September last, the acreage under 
the crops has been carefully revised, and the corrected totals (which have been used in 
calculating the average produce ,) are now given in the following Tables. 

The area under the principal cereal crops in 1866, which amounted to 2,159,199 Average 
acres, decreased by 40,211 acres, compared with 1865; and the diminution in the 
average yield per acre was — in wheat, 1*7 cwt. ; oats, 0 - 3 cwt. ; rye, 0'1 cwt. Barley and 
here gave an increased yield — the former of O' 8 cwt., and the latter 0’5 cwt. per acre. 

The cereal crops (wheat, oats, barley, here, and rye) produced 8,776,262 quarters, being a 
net falling off in the yield of 474,618 quarters in 1866, compared with the previous 
year. This was owing not only to a diminished acreage, but also to a decrease in the 
estimated average acreable yield im 1866. 

In green crops there was an increase in the produce of turnips, mangel wurzel, and Green Crops, 
cabbage, but a large decrease in the yield of potatoes. 

Taken together, potatoes, turnips,, mangel wurzel, and cabbage, in 1866, produced 
7,487,741 tons, showing a net deficiency in, the total yield from these crops of 222,121 
tons compared with the previous year. This was caused by a decrease in the acreage 
under potatoes, and also by a considerable diminution in the yield of that crop amounting 
to 7-10ths of a ton per acne.. Flax, notwithstanding a less acreable yield, shows a greater Flax, 
total produce of 1,430 tons ; this is due to an increased area of 12,074 acres in 1866.

According to the Returns the average yield of hay per acre was the same in 1866 as in 
1865 ; owing, however, to the diminished area under meadow and clover in. 1866— 
amounting to 77,070 acres — the total yield of the hay crop in that year was less bv 
190,085 tons than the produce of 1865. 

The extent under crops, the estimated produce per statute acre, and the total yield of 
each crop, appear in Tables I., II., and III. ; — the average acreable yield per statute acre 
in 1865 and 1866 is given by counties and provinces in Table IV.; and the acreage 
under the principal crops, the total produce, and the average yield per acre for all Ireland 
from 1851 to 1866, both inclusive, are shown in Table V.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. 

In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give the following abstract 
(Table VI.) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey 
Office in the Phoenix Park, during the year 1866, for which I am indebted to the 
courtesy of Captain Wilkinson, R.E. 

The barometer stood highest in 1866, on the 24th of January, at 9.30 am., — wind S.W. 
—when it was 30-673 inches ; it was lowest at 9.30 p.m., on the 23rd March,— wind S.E. 
—when it was 2 8’ 6-6.3 inches. The highest temperature in the air during the year was 
807 degrees of Fahrenheit, on the 13th of July, and the lowest 17 - 5 degrees, on the 1st 
of March. Rain or snow fell on 216 days. The greatest quantity of rain which fell 
in a day (24 hours) was '975 inches on the 18th of June — the wind being N.W. The 
point from which the wind chiefly prevailed was from the westward ; it blew from that 
direction 107 days, with an average pressure 2'83 lbs. per square foot. The strongest 
wind was from the Sw W on the 6th of December, when the pressure was 25 lbs- per 
square foot.

Electoral Divisions mentioned in the enclosed List, — 
which should be sent back to this Office with these 
Returns — in one file — when completed. 

I beg you will be so good as to select for this ser- 
vice Enumerators known to you for their intelligence 
and acquaintance with the parties resident in the 
Electoral Divisions for which the Returns are required. 
Instructions as to the method of filling the Forms 
are printed on them. Pray direct the Enumerators to 
pay particular attention to these inspections. 

From the friendly co-operation and assistance 
afforded to the Enumerators by all ranks and classes 
when collecting the Agricultural Returns for this 
year, I confidently trust that by making inquiries 
from the resident Gentry, Clergy, and intelligent 
Farmers in the District, a valuable approximation will 
be arrived at as to the average Rates of Produce per Acre 
of the various kinds of Grain, Potatoes, and other 
Crops grown in the several Electoral Divisions; — that 
being the object of this Return, — to which accuracy, 
as far as possible, can alone give any real value. 

Your attention is particularly requested to this sub- 
ject, in consequence of the increasing importance of

It is particu- 
larly to be borne in miud that the average yield per 
Acre is for the entire Electoral Division — not for any 
individual Farm or portion of the Electoral Division. 

2. One Form will be filled by the Enumerator for 
each Electoral Division, as per List furnished to the 
Sub-Inspector. 

3. The information as to the probable yield of the 
Electoral Division for which the Return is made, 
should he procured from intelligent Landholders of 
the District, whose Names and Addresses will be 
stated in the column left for that purpose.
